Recently the world noted, with a 
sort of shocked surprise, that the 
war in Spain had entered upon its 
second year. 

During those tragic twelve months, 
terrific losses in life have been suf- 
fered. During them, whatever 
freedom the people of Spain may 
have enjoyed has been grievously 
threatened. 

For into the conflict have entered 
the rival influences and forces of the 
two great enemies of individual free- 
adom—Communism and Dictatorship. 
And whichever of the two may win 
in the end, the people themselves 
will lose. 

Both those political products of a 
distraught and frightened Europe 


are the enemies of that democracy | 


which we of America revere. Both 
preach the subjection of the indi- 
vidual man and woman to a dom- 
inant state or dictator. Both are 
repugnant to the basic principle on 
which our own nation was founded. 

And whichever side wins faces a 
hollow victory. America can prove 
that. So can those other nations 
where democracy stands secure, and, 
with it, government dedicated to 
freedom of speech, freedom of the 
press, freedom of religion and free- 
dom of opportunity. 

While Europe endures the tragic 
conflict, America celebrates this sum- 
mer the 150th anniversity of a Con- 
stitution which announced the prin- 
ciple that “We, the people,” would 
control our government. 

What that principle can mean is 
demonstrated in our established 
record of national achievement and 


individual well-being—a record which 


no Fascist or Communist state has 
even remotely approached.

Seven ways to make money with 
the telephone are described in a re- 
cent issue of the magazine “Ameri- 
can Business.’ The telephone is 
termed a tool of business which, like 
other tools, is as good as the use 
made of it. 

The seven ways which the maga- 
zine lists for the systematic use 0: 
the telephone in building business 
and their chief advantages, are: 

(1) Answering inquiries. Answer- 


conversations should be confirmed 
by letter. 

(2) Increasing out-of-town sales 
The telephone can take the place of 
a branch sales office in many 
places. One Chicago company almost 
doubled its sales to Minneapolis cus- 
tomers by listing its telephone in 
Minneapolis directory and cod- 
it so that all calls from that 
city were automatically charged to 
their account. 

(3) Collecting past due accounts. 
Many deelinquent debtors respond 
better when followed up over the 
telephone than by mail. A friendly 
telephone call, notifying important 
customers that discounts are about 
to be forfeited, often brings a creck. 

(4) Maintaining campaign activi- 
ties. By means of conference calls, 
the head of a business or the sales 
manager can talk with a group of 
salesmen, branch managers or divi- 
sion managers or a group of men 
can talk with each other in distant 
cities. 

(5) Eliminating lost time in sell- 
ing. Salesmen telephone in ad- 
vance for appointments with buyers 
can save much money and traveling 
expenses. Frequently fifty cents or a 
dollar thus so spent for an appeint- 
ment saves twenty or thirty dollars 
in wasted travelin gexpenses when 
salesmen arrive to find buyers have 
just left for eastern markets. 

(6) Reviving and recovering inac- 
tive accounts. By personally tele- 
phoning customers who stop buying 
for sivty days, sales executives are 
able to revive many an account 
which had slipped away to competi- 
tors. 

(7) Introducing new products. In 
sending samples of new products to 
prospective customers, some busi- 
ness men mail them with a letter 
requesting the prospect to hold the 
sample on his desk until receipt of 
a phone call in explanation of the 
preduct.
